In the House of Commons yesterday, Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, British Minister for 
Air, gave an impressive account of the 
work that had been done by the Royal 
Air Force since the outbreak of the present 
war. No doubt, some of his figures will 
be disputed by the “ Axis” Powers; but 
it seems to be reasonably certain that the 
Royal Air Force has given an excellent 
account of itself; that its moral is exceed- 
ingly high; and that, man for man and 
machine for machine, it is second to none 
in the world to-day. According to Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, the Royal Air Force, 
since the beginning of the war, has 
destroyed 4,250 German and 1,100 Italian 
aeroplanes; its own total loss in combat 
has been 1,800 machines. The strength of 
the Royal Air Force, he added, in spite of 
tremendous ~ battles and. a continuing 
offensive, is very much greater now than 
it was when the battle of Britain began 
last August—greater in the number of air- 
craft in reserve and of pilots under train- 
ing, greater both relatively and absolutely 
to the air strength of Germany.

Educational Films 


We read with great interest that the 
Royal Dublin Society has arranged a 
display of educational sound films to be 
shown at Ballsbridge during the week. 
The display, it appears, will include an 
interesting outline of some aspects of 
nature study, physics and engineering. 


The films have been made with education, 


rather than entertainment, as their sole 
aim, unlike the pseudo-educational 
interest films which are shown in 
the average cinemas, sandwiched between 
a silly symphony and the Movietone News. 
As a rule, such interest films are of 
little interest to anybody; the people who 
seck entertainment are not prepared to 
watch attentively anything with even a 
flavour of education about it, and the 
people who seek erudition rarely look for 
it in the cinema. In any case, the films 
themselves are, for the most part, grossly 
inadequate; they are sufficiently technical 
to bore the ‘‘bright young things” to 
tears, and they are not sufficiently 
technical to warrant the serious attention 
of the student: There is no doubt that 
the chief and most important function of 
the cinema is entertainment; the. “silver 
screen ” is, perhaps,’ the cheapest and 
most effective escape from the troubles and 
the sordidness of everyday life. At the 
same time, it must not be forgotten that 
the film, if used properly, could be one 
of the most effective forms—if not the 
most effective form—of education in 
existence. It has all the advantages of a 
“ flesh-and-blood ” example of the matter 
on hand, without any of its attendant in- 
conveniences. It can eradicate the problem 
of time and place, and a series of photo- 
graphs—taken. perhaps, at intervals of six 
months, or in places thousands of miles 
apart—can be presented on the screen in 
logical sequence in the space of a few 
seconds. The use of animated diagrams 
and drawings—in the manner of the Walt 
Disney cartoons—would serve to bring out 
hundreds of minor points in an argument, 
or to render in tangible form the abstract 
theories and speculations on the other 
planets of our universe. The sound film 


music possibie; for not only would the 
student hear the music, but he could see 
simultaneously the instrument and the 
musical score. There are hundreds of 
other ways in which the cinema could be 
used to broaden the system of education; 
but until there are films devoted to educa- 
tion, and education only, improvement 
will be well-nigh impossible. So long as 
interest films are shown in commercial 
cinemas, we can expect that the educa- 
tional value will remain subservient to the 
entertainment value. We do not suggest 
that such films should be removed from 
the commercial screen;,they may arouse 
enough interest here and there to justify 
their existence, but we believe that the 
city should be treated to fairly frequent 
exhibitions of purely education films. It 
is for that reason we welcome the R.D.S.’s 
announcement.

In a leading article, The Times remarks 
to-day :— 

No Service Minister is more handicapped 
in his public utterances by requirementa of 
security than the Secretary of State for Air, 
but as Sir Archibald Sinclair showed yester- 
day, none has a more dramatic. tale of 
achievement to tell. The first high light ‘of 
his speech on the air estimates was a com- 
putation of casualties inflicted and suffered 
so far. The figures of 4,250 German and 
1,100 Italian aircraft destroyed represents 
only those enemy losses in the air or on the 
ground, which have been established beyond 
any doubt; and all but a small fraction re- 
resent losses which have involved the 

lling or capturing of trained air crews—a 
far more important criterion of losses than 
the number of machines destroyed. This 
consideration lowers the already low ratio of 
our losses to those of the enemy. The num-

Later models of Spitfires 
and Hurricanes were now in service fitted 
with more powerful engines, giving greater 
speed and height, and heavier armament, 
which increased their fire power. The new 
Hawker Tornado is equipped with engines of 
nearly twice the horse-power of the fighters 
which bore the brunt of the battle of Britain, 
and though carrying heavier armament flies 
well in excess of 400 m.p.h. 

More powerful engines still are coming on. 
Twin-engine fighter types include the Whirl- 
wind and the Beaufighter, both with very 
heavy armament. The Hampden, . Wellington 
and Whitley bombers had been fitted with 
more powerful engines and, in addition, are 
being replaced by a range of very much 
heavier bombers, including the Stirling, Man- 
chester and Halifax, all three of whom had 
proved their worth. They are more than 
twice the size of any earlier type, are faster, 
carry a heavier defence armament, and also 
three times the weight of bombs over the 
same distance as their predecessors.

ADY LONGFORD’S adaptation of Jane 
L Austens Pride and Prejudice 
es a delicious comedy. It retains 
all that the inimitable Jane brought to the 
witty and charming scenes which she built 
for her story around Mr. Bennet’s family and 
the suitors for the hands of his daughters. 
And to say that is the best tribute that one 
can give to Lady Longford’s treatment of 
the book, for, although the author of “ Pride 
and Prejudice did not write in the dramatic 
form, such weighty opinions as those of 
Macaulay and Tennyson have associated her 
with Shakespeare in the quality of adequate- 
ness to her own special task. 
It gives a true and lively interpretation of 
human nature, and that surely is the ver 
purpose of all dramatic writing. Althoug 
they are far from us in time and manners, 
the people of this play are extraordinarily 
real—more real by far than’ the comic crea- 
tions of our own time. The world in which 
they move is small, but it is fully seen and 
perfectly studied. They make, between them, 
what we should mean when we say a work 
of art. Within its compass, if we look closely 
—and the work itself compels us to do that— 
is truth, wit, sense and 838 
The plot is so simple that we scarcely need 
to think of its existence. Enough to say 
that it dees not stray into ingenuity, while, 
on the other hand, it does not fall into 
formlessness.

‘Mr. Norton quoted from speeches made at 

the Dublin Chamber of Commerce and the 
report of the Federation of Irish Manu- 
facturers, which showed that, so far as the 
people charged with production were con- 
cerned, they saw the red flag was up; that 
there was a shortage of raw materials and a 
difficulty in getting them. ce 4 had seen 
the result of the shortage of petrol. Not only 
was direct disemployment caused, but the 
shortage had radiated unemployment right 
through the country. Men who lost their

purchase of houses or furniture, and this in 
turn would cause disemployment in other 
branches of industry and commerce. Men 
were being driven down to a condition of 
depression never formerly experienced by 
them. A new type of unemployment was 
arising out of the emergency situation. 

Much of the dislocation could have been 
avoided if, in 1930, the Government had the 
foresight to purchase ships from the large 
number of neutral countries which then had 
ships and were ready and type : to sell 
them. It was only towards the end of 1940, 
when the area of belligerency had extended, 
when there was virtually no country with 
ships to sell, that they awoke to the necessity 
for having a mercantile marine. Now the 
only ships we could get would be unsea- 
worthy junks at the far ends of the earth. 

Mr. Norton said he charged the Govern- 
ment with inertia in failing, in 1959, to sur- 
vey the requirements of this country and to 
examine its potentialities in the matter of 
supplying its own requirements. With any 
foresight the Government should have seen 
towards the end of last year that the 
acreage under wheat was insufficient to meet 
our requirements and that an immediate in- 
crease in the acreage was essential, but 
valuable months were allowed to elapse 


before anything was done. 


FOOD POSITION 


The Government had good ground to feel 
concerned with the present food position. The 

appeared to be planning from week to wee 

and month to month, and seemed to have no 
intention of planning ahead. They might 
have to depend entirely upon their own pro- 
ductivity lee food, and, in zuch circum- 
stances, it was surely business to con- 
serve for their own people all the foodstuffs 
they needed.

to exist, particularly in small countries thee 
Eire, where they had not the. mechanical 
efficiency or tradition and technique neces- 
sary to make the substantial change to meet 
the new situation.

He 
submitted that there was no case for tho 
motion if it rested on the assumption that 
unemployment in the country was more wide- 
spread than last year, or in 1959. On the 
ee of supplies what more could this 

conomic Council suggested by Deputy 
Norton have done say in the case of yarn 
than had been done by the Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers, or than had been done 
in regard to co Sgr of petrol, coal or other 
things of which thete was likely to be a 
shortage. 

Mr. Norton had complained that the 
Minister for Agriculture should have tackled 
the wheat problem before October, forgetting 
that the Government had tackled it ten years 
ago. Could an Economic Council have done 
more to ensure bread supplies? If an 
Economic Council had been trying to increase 
wheat production for the last nine or ten 
years was there any guarantee that it would 

ave escaped the same criticism that the 
Government had received? An Economic 
Council could have done no more to ease 
the coal situation than the organised coal 
importers had done. 


MEANING OF THE MOTION 


Would an Economic Council, if it tried to 
provide for an anticipated petrol shortage, 
escape the same obstruction which the Minis- 
ter for Industry and Commerce had met 
when he 1 to establish an oil refinery 
in Ireland? The House should have had a 
more precise definition of his Economic Coun- 
cil from Deputy Norton. What the deputy 
was actually proposing was an unconstitu- 
tional revolution. The House had not heard 
what plans—sociai, engineering or financial— 
the Economic Council would make. It must 
lan all three if it were to plan measures to 
eal with the situation. If the Council did 
so concern itself in this comprehensive way 
with Foster every activity of every-day 
life what functions would be left to the Con- 
stitutional Government of the country! 
Again, how was this Council to be con- 
stituted? If of business people. what busi- 
nesses were to be represented? Was a brewer 
to be appointed to look after the interests of 
railways, or a cotton manufacturer to con- 
cern himself with the interests of glass 
workers? If economists were to be appointed 
how were they to be selected? Were fol- 
lowers of one profession to be selected in 
preference to another? Were farmers to be 
represented, and, if so, what type of far- 
mers? What powers was the Souncil to 
receive? Was it to be given arbitrary con- 
trol over the whole business, property and 
rights of every citizen? The Dáil should 
have an * statement by the mover or 
seconder of the motion. They had Deputy 
Norton stating that the Council should be 
told to disregard hoary traditions, but what 
did that mean? Was it to be given power 
to possess itself of stocks which a provident 
concern had laid in and distribute these 
among less farseeing citizens? 


LEADING TO TROUBLE 
Mr. MacENTEE said that if the 


Economic Council was to be an effective 
instrument it must have powers which would 
rival those of the Government. If the 
Government was to retain its constitutional 
responsibility, the effectiveness of the 
Economic Council’s plans would depend upon 
the view taken by the Government of their 
recticability. In his view an economic 
ierarchy of the kind contemplated, if per- 
sisted in, might eventually lead to a civil 
war. : 

Mr. MacEntee said that it was difficult 
to see what was implicit in the amendment, 
because they could not prepare plans to main- 
tain employment in this country without due 
consideration to its cause.

If they had the ships and could afford the 
* protection there would still remain 
the problem of getting supplies. In order to 
be fall satisfied they would require assur- 
ance that those who had at their disposal 
supplies which were needed here, would be 
prepared to sell them to us in preference to 
another customer. The root of their difference 
in regard to overseas supplies was that they 
had no such assurance. ey had no assur- 
ance that even dollars would purchase

The Government been making every 
effort, through every channel and agency 
but it could not compel those who had 
supplies to give them to us if they desire 
to make other use of them. These are the 
hard facts, and there is no use saying that 
an Economic Council can remove them.

Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said 
that never since he entered the Dail in 1922, 
until after the last general election and the 
beginning of the “age of emergency, had 
deputies been able to play their proper 
part in influencing Government policy, because 
they had been refused the parliamentary 
facilities which would enable them to do 
their work efficiently. Information asked 
or in parliamentary questions had not been 
answered, 

There was no intention, at any time, to 
set up a body to supersede the Government. 
An economic council of the type suggested 
would have access to far more information 
than was normally obtainable by members of 
the House. 


MR. LEMASS AND THE 
PROPOSAL 


A-ha 
SHOULD BE KILLED 


AND BURIED 


Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Supplies, said 
that he was very glad that Deputies Norton 
and Davin had put down this motion, and 
that this debate had taken place. He had 
no doubt that it was the intention of these 
deputies’ to help the Government, and the 
Government appreciated that. However, it 
was necessary that this has which had 
been tabled jointly by the Labour Party and 
the /rish Times, should be killed, and, once 
killed, be decently buried, because as long 
as the proposal survived there would be 
kept alive the idea that there was some 
organisational device or. plan, or some trick 
of finance, by which they could get rid of 
all their difficulties, That was not true, and 
the most, important thing that the Govern- 
ment could do was to try to get 
into the heads of the people that 
there was no such plan for getting rid 
of their difficylties,- arisin out of 
shortage of ‘supplies, the slowing down of 
industry. These difficulties could not be got 
rid of so long as present conditions existed, 
because these - conditions were created 
factors outside their control. It was only 
when there was widespread public realisation 
of the inevitability of these difficulties that 
they could get proper attention concentrated 
on their real task, and that task was to ensure 
that the exceptional hardships that might be 
caused for individuals might be reduced by a 
proper sharing of the burdens over the whole 
community. 

This idea of an Economic Council was not 
new—they had discussed it before in times 
of peace. The Labour deputies pores Fo 
appeared to have the most hazy idea of what 
its constitution and functions should be, but 
merely laid down that it must have some 
responsibility. The Labour Party evidently 
wanted to try out the experiment of trying 
responsibility without power. 


THE OIL REFINERY 


How did they contemplate this Council was 
going to discharge its responsibility? It was 
to prepare reports on various activities of 
their life, while the various Government 
departments which had legal power to deal 
with such matters were to stand idly by. 
That was not the sort of pater to operate in 
times like the present, when they had condi- 
tions changing from day to day, and nobody 
could tell what the situation might be to- 
morrow or a week hence. 

According to themselves the Labour Party, 
with their alleged foresight, would have fore- 
seen the present petrol shortage. They had 
not got a petrol refinery now, and a large 
part of the responsibility for that rested on 
the shoulders of the Labour Party and others 
who participated in a campaign to delay the 
estab ent of it. 

Mr, McGILLIGAN (F.G., Dublin, N.W.) 
asked what would the position be if the re- 
finery had been set up. : 

r. LEMASS said that the country’s oil 
supply would now be in the hands of an in- 
d ent instead of an inter- 
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shortages were only a foretaste of what was 
to come. The Government had succeeded in 
making plans that for a long time after the 
outbreak of war no serious effects were felt 
in the economic life of the country. 

The Prices Commission was ne longer 
functioning, but a section of the Department 
of Supplies was functioning in ite stead with 
much wider powers. The Minis ister said that 
he had tried to see that the price of no com- 
modity should be increased except in con- 
sequence of some increase of cost outside 
this country. As regards coal prices, Mr. 
Lemass said that the agreement with the 
British mine-owners, under which coal was 
supplied to this country at a certain price, 
had expired, and at present they had to pay 
whatever price was fixed by the Coal Mines 
Department. The cost had gone up steadily, 
and the cost of transport was continuing to 
rise. 


MR. MCGILLIGAN’S 


CRITICISM 


Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (F.G., Dublin N.W.) 
said that they had not yet heard what sup- 
plies the Minister for Supplies had been 
responsible for bringing into the country. He 
(Mr. McGilligan) had received a letter from 
a constituent 1 from infantile 
paralysis, who said that he had been unable 
to get the one gallon of petrol a month neces- 
sary for his invalid chair to take him to 
Mass or out in the fresh air. In regard to 
wheat, Grain Importers, Ltd., had told the 
Minister last November that they could not 
charter a single boat to bring wheat to this 
country. The first indication the public 
received of this position was about Christmas, 
when the Taoiseach broadcast and told the 
nation how serious the situation had become. 
The butter situation was even more amazing, 
because the Minister fog Agriculture did not 
close down on exports as soon as he heard 
there was a scarcity. The people had been 
told that there was no shortage of tea; now 
tea was to be rationed. ey had coal 
coming in to the country at 45s. per ton and 
sold to the bellmen at 63s. per ton; what 
was the cause of that gap? Was there a 
scandal ripe for investigation? He would 
like to know if the Government had agreed 
on any policy on the question of ships. 

Increasing numbers were signing on at the 
Labour Exchanges for work which they knew 
did not exist. The Government must realise 
that its problem had been eased during the 
last few months by the many who had gone 
to England, preferring wages and danger 
to the Exchange and neutrality here. 
As food supplies grew scarcer and dearer had 
any attempt been made to see that limited 
supplies necessary to keep body and soul 
together will be available for sale to the 
poorer people?

If there were no 
refuge rooms the only way to save pets 
during a gas raid was to put them in gas- 
proof boxes.
